CLEVELAND (AP)—To some 
big money men, it may seem to 
be a penny-ante problem.

Vanik, seeking to bring back 
the nickel, went to Treasury 
Secretary Douglas Dillon to see 
what the problem was. 
Vanik said he expressed con­ 
cern that the IT S. Mint “has not 
been able to anticipate the tre­ 
mendous demand for coins.” 
The congress m a n wondered 
whether the lack of nickels was 
related to the silver bill recent­ 
ly passed by Congress. 
The Treasury assured Vanik 
there were 
‘ample stocks of 
bullion available for coinage,” 
and it was doing everything pos­ 
sible to meet the coin demand. 
Eva Adams, 
Mint director, 
noted that the Mint produced 3.6 
billion coins in fiscal 1963, com­ 
pared with 3.5 billion in 1962 and 
3 billion in 1961 The mint sup 
ply to Cleveland also has in 
creased over the last three 
years. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury Doug 
las Dillon begun the job today 
of selling President Kennedy’s 
tax cut package to what may be 
the toughest customer on Capi­ 
tol Hill—Sen. Harry F. Byrd and 
his Senate Finance Committee 
After waiting through 20 days 
of closed hearings, Dillon ap­ 
peared today with a thick sheaf 
of 
facts 
and 
figures 
that 
stressed a need for urgency in 
approving the $11 billion reduc­ 
tion this year. 
Said Dillon, “It is essential to 
the well-being of the nation that 
every effort be made to com­ 
plete action on this bill before 
the end of the current year . . . 
the nation has waited too long 
for relief from the stifling bur­ 
den of excess taxes.” 
Byrd, the Virginia Democrat 
called by many “the watchdog 
of the Treasury,” opposes a tax 
cut without balancing cuts in 
spending. He prefers to hold up 
action on the cut until the 1964 
session to put pressure on Ken­ 
nedy to put the brakes on the 
budget. 
Dillon argued strongly against 
this. 
“The need for a major pro­ 
gram of tax reduction and revi­ 
sion is pressing,” he said. “I 
firmly believe that to delay its 
passage would incur serious eco­ 
nomic risks.” 
The President says the tax cut 
would give families extra mon­ 
ey to buy dishwashers or make 
a down payment on a new car, 
plants money to buy new equip 
ment, and free more money for 
investment. This, he and his ad­ 
visers say, will put the economy 
in high gear, and also bring in 
more taxes ultimately. 
In his statement, packed with 
charts on what the reduction 
would do for taxpayers, Dillon 
said the bill as approved by the 
House will do the job with one 
exception—the treatment of cap­ 
ital gains. 
“Because of the urgency of 
prompt action, I recommeno 
that the committee eliminate the 
provisions of the bill dealing 
with capital gains,” said Dillon 
His comments were in a pre­ 
pared statement. If the bill be­ 
comes fully effective, it would 
remove 1.5 million low-income 
families from the tax rolls, and 
mean cuts of $100 for four-per­ 
son families earring $5,000 a 
year, $202 for a similar family 
with a $10,000 a year income. 
$1,004 for a $30,000 a year fam­ 
ily, and $5,278 for a $100,000 fam­ 
ily. 


BONN, Germany (AP)—Kon­ 
rad Adenauer bade farewell to 
the West German Parliament 
as chancellor today, saying his 
dream of a reunited Germany 
is possible only with the help of 
friends abroad. 
It was a solemn hour for the 
man who had been West Ger 
many’s only chancellor in the 14 
years of rebidding from the 
ruins of World War II. In dark 
coat and striped trousers, he 
listened soberly to praise from 
El .ne Berstenmaier, president 
of the Bundestag. 
“Today,” Gerstenmaier con 
eluded, ‘‘the German Bundestag 
rises to you, Mr Federal Chan 
celTor, to announce thankfully to 
the German people: 
“K irad 
A d e n a u e r has 
earned the 
gratitude of the 
Fatherland.” 
The Bundestag president read 
a short letter from President 
Heinrich Luebbe, accepting the 
resignation at the 87-year-old 
chancellor. 
Then Adenauer spoke of the 
dream that never was realized. 
the reunion of West Germany 
with Communist - ruled East 
Germany. 
“A solution is not possible be 
tween ourselves and our oppo 
nents alone,” he said, “but only 
with the help of our friends 
and thank God we have friends 
in the world gain.” 
By opponents he meant the 
Russians, who still occupy East 
Germany and have set up a 
Communist regime for its 17 
million inhabitant*. 
Adenauer said that reunifica­ 


tion could be seen on the hori­ 
zon if Germans are watchlul. 
cautious and patient. 
“I am convinced that it will 
come,” 
Adenauer 
said, 
“be 
cause unity cannot be denied to 
a people like the Germans when 
they 
want to 
create 
it 
in 
peace.’ 
Adenauer has one more day 
in office. He will remain as act 
ing chancellor until the Bundes­ 
tag elects Ludwig Erhard, the 
vice chancellor. 
In a talk with reporters Mon 
day, Adenauer had disclosed he 
felt the goal oi reuniting Ger 
many had been set back by 
warming relations between che 
United States and the Soviet

BRUSSELS, Belgium (AP) — 
The European Common Market 
backed down today and agreed 
to submit its chicken war with 
the United States to an impar­ 
tial panel for settlement. 
The E u r o p e a n Ministerial 
Council, ruling body of the six- 
nation trade group, accepted an 
American proposal that the is­ 
sue involved in the shipment of 
American 
frozen 
poultry 
to 
Western Europe be examined 
by a group of foreign trade ex­ 
perts. 
The panel would look into 
U.S. claims that the overseas 
sales of American poultrymen 
have been damaged to the tune 
of $46 million by the Common 
Market’s tariffs. The U.S. gov 
ernment has been plugging for 
reduction in European tariffs 
on American frozen poultry. 
The Americans already have 
declined a 1-per cent cut in 
European duties as “small and 
uncertain.” 
The current European levy is 
13.43 cents a pound. According 
to U.S. officials, this has cut 
deeply into U S. shipments to 
the Common Market, particu­ 
larly to West Germany. 


VATICAN CITY (AP) — The 
Vatican 
Ecumenical 
Council 
voted overwhelmingly today to 
extend the use of local langu­ 
ages to the sacraments, as well 
as the Mass, keeping Latin only 
for the very heart of the rites 
The more than 2,000 prelates 
meeting in St. Peter’s Basilica 
also agreed to change the name 
of extreme unction—the Sacra­ 
ment of Last Anointing—to “an­ 
ointing of the sick.” This was 
done to remove the fear-of- 
death overtones of the sacra­ 
ment’s present name. 
A council press spokesman 
said the prelates voted 2,133 to 
19, with seven ballots 
voided, 
for extending the vernacular to 
the sacraments of baptism, con­ 
firmation, 
penance, 
matrimo­ 
ny, and extreme unction The 
council previously approved the 
use of modern languages in 
parts of the Mass. 
Today’s 
amendment 
voting 
does not 
make the 
changes 
final. The schema as a whole 
must be approved by the coun­ 
cil and by Pope Paul VI before 
it becomes effective.

The report by a team of in­ 
dustrial management experts on 
loan to the state for a sweeping 
governmental survey listed 61 
recommendations for considera­ 
tion by Gov.

They included creation of a 
department of mental hygiene, 
youth and correctional services 
embracing present agencies, the 
newly established Ohio Youth 
Commission, the Soldiers and 
Sailors Home at Sandusky and 
the .Soldiers and Sailors Orphans 
Home at Xenia. 
Other recommendations would 
transfer auditing to the state 
auditor, place the Bureau of 
Support’s billing for mental pa­ 
tients u n d e r a state fiscal 
agency, determine support pay­ 
ments on gross annual income, 
devise ways to acquire and train 
professional personnel, 
merge 
state parole officers with county 
probation officers and require 
juvenile suppo. payments. 
Estimated savings from a re­ 
vamped department, added to a 
score of previously suggested 
changes in various state opera­ 
tions, brought the total to date 
to more than $37.7 million. Es­ 
timated savings range to $50 
million when the report is com­ 
pleted by the group officially 
known as the Council for Reor­ 
ganization of Ohio State Govern­ 
ment. 
The p r o p o s e d department 
would have three major divi­ 
sions — mental hygiene, youth 
services and correctional serv 
ices. They would supervise the 
state’s 25 mental insitutions, 6 
adult 
correctional 
institutions 
with their branch prisons and 
honor camps, plus 4 juvenile 


correctional facilities a n d 2 
youth camps. 
The present department has 
some 15,700 employes to care 
for more than 46,000 patients 
and prisoners. 
The proposed mental hygiene

The youth services division 
would be composed of the new 
Youth Commission and the Sol­ 
diers and S a i l o r s Orphans 
Home. 
The correctional services divi­ 
sion would retain the present or 
ganization.

One proposal to be Introduced 
ny other members on behalf of 
Moscow and Washington, ap­ 
peals to nations to refrain from 
putting nuclear weapons on or­ 
biting space satellites. 
The United States and Russia 
planned to propose the second 
resolution. It would press the 
Geneva Disarmament Commit­ 
tee to explore possibilities for a 
breakthrough ou the question of 
complete diaarmament. 
The eight nonaligned mem­ 
bers of the 17-nation Geneva 
Committee had two resolutions 
for assmbly consideration 
One was drawn in general 
terms and renewed the call tor 
complete disarmament.

School Teaching 
Requirements Up 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Ohio 
has some school teachers who 
wouldn’t be teaching today un­ 
der new standards decreed of 
the College of Education at Ohio 
State University. 
The college has increased the 
across-the-board requirement to 
a grade of 2.25 (out of a possible 
4.00) which must be obtained by 
the junior year. It is effective 
for freshmen in the present au­ 
tumn quarter, and will become 
effective in the fall quarter next 
year for transfer students. 
Heretofore, education students 
had to attain a grade average of 
2.25 by their senior year. 
The college also stipulated 
that the student must demon 
strate 
satisfactory 
ability 
in 
English by obtaining a 2.00 aver 
age or better in freshman Eng­ 
lish, and have satisfactory ra t­ 
ings in speech, hearing 
and 
health. 
A college statem ent said: 
“The 
time has passed when 
anyone of below average ability 
should be allowed to enter the 
profession of teaching.” 
A spokesman said that up to 
now, education has been a sort 
of “insurance policy” — some­ 
thing to fall back on—when the 
student failed to do well in some 
other field. Now the education 
college will top all undergradu 
ate 
professional 
colleges 
in 
grade requirements. 
It was estimated that in the 
past one out of every five educa 
tion students failed to meet the 
new requirements.

The d an ger isn’t ignorance: 
it’s procrastination,” 
Providing a partial check list, 
Chief Temple mentioned these

cants: 
An engine tune-up including 
inspection of the generator as 
well as the entire electrical sy s­ 
tem, to assure easier starting 
and prevent stalling in traffic. 
Battery replacement, if there 
is any hint 
that the old one 


could give out at an em barras­ 
sing moment, necessitating tow 
ing or pushing 
Replacement of treadles* tir­ 
es, or 
better 
y et, 
equipping 
rear w-heels with snow tires — 
for added confidence and per* 
f o r m an c e on snow-covered 
streets. 
Tire chains — to make sure 
they are ready so that in seri­ 
ous snow 
and ice conditions

This is the sam e mosquito that 
d issem inates yellow fever. 
The variety of nam es given 
to Dengue fever seem s almost 
inexhaustible. 
D a n d y fever, j 
sandfly fever, break bone fever, 
bouquet, giraffe and polk a dot 
fever are but a few of the ima- \ 
ginative if non-descrip tive na m ­ 
es. 
This acute infectious disease 
occurs about four to ten days 
after the virus is introduced into 
the body. 
The disease has an interesting 
and characteristic course. 
For two to three days, fever 
i p ersists and is accom p anied by 
I chills and p ains in the joints. 
Then, suddenly, tlie te m p era tu re ! 
drop s to norm al and p atients be­ 
com e aw are of a feeling of well­ 
being. After about a day of com ­ 
fort, the fever retu rns and al­ 
most invariably brings with it a 
m ild 
sk in 
rash. 
Fortunately, 
there are rarely any complica- 
i tions 
or 
fatalities 
associated 
i with this sfrange disease. 
T here is no sp ecial treatm ent 
for Dengue 
fever. As a sym p ­ 
tom arises, it is treated accord­ 
ing to the needs of the p atient. 
Rest and simp le diet are an im ­ 
p ortant p art of the nursing care. 
Ep idem ics of Dengue fever 
are controlled 
by 
screening J 
buildings with fine m esh wire 
and hy sp raying whole com m u n­ 
ities with DDT. The diligent de­ 
struction of the mosquito is the 
aim of the coordinated efforts 
of ep idemiologists and F ed eral I 
health authorities.

when accounts were current. At 
least 20 of the 83 full time em 
ployes could be dropped if cler­ 
ical systems were Improved for 
net saving of nearly $50,000 a 
year, the report added. 
Support payments could be 
raised about $1.5 million yearly 
by basing them on “gross an­ 
nual income” of patients or 
legally responsible relatives, in­ 
stated of on the present basis of 
“take home pay,” the survey 
estimated. Council m e m b e r s 
said the gross income basis ac­ 
tually is required by present 
law. 
The Hoover Commission urg­ 
ed transfer of chronic illness 
in the Soldiers and Sailors home 
to federal veterans hospitals and 
conversion of present hospital 
facDities to an infirmary for 
temporary illness. The report 
noted that a “large proportion” 
of 219 patients in the home are 
eligible for transfer to veterans 
hospitals.

The report suggested no im­ 
mediate changes in present pur­ 
poses of the Soldiers and Sailors 
Orphan H o m e housing about 
550 children.

report, released 
Monday, the Hoover Commis­ 
sion said Ohio can save an esti­ 
mated $1.5 million if its recom­ 
mendations concerning the State 
Highway Safety Department are 
carried out. 
Among other things, the re­ 
port called for clearer lines of 
responsibility and control in the 
Highway Patrol, which is a part 
of the Highway Safety Depart­ 
ment. 
The commission, does not, as 
rumored, recommend merging 
the Highway Safety Department 
into the Sta^e Highway Depart­ 
ment. 
The commission, however, said 
Ohio should issue improved steel 
or aluminum license plates for 
passenger cars which could last 
three to five years. 
The State Highway Safety De 
partment has said that the li­ 
cense plate idea is being explor­ 
ed and needs legislative ap­ 
proval. 
The

suggested 
that a new patrol academy, re­ 
placing the one on U. S. 23 
south of Columbus, be establish 
ed on the Ohio State University 
campus. 
“Construction on this project 
should start as soon as funds 
are available,” said the report 
The commission also suggest 
ed that the patrol sell one of its 
five airplanes. Some paper work 
could be reduced in the Bureau 
of Motor Vehicles, data-proces- 
sing mechanization introduced 
to a greater degree, workloads 
evened up by staggering issue 
and renewal of drivers’ licenses 
and motor vehicle registrations, 
and the bureau moved from its 
present converted hotel site in 
downtown Columbus to property 
next to Highway Patrol head­ 
quarters, the report said.
